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Time, circumstances and the plight of the U.S. mails last 
week combined to shoot down publication. of this column 
Normally it's written about 10 days in advance of 
publication date. This generally provides a cushion Jor 
something unforseen. When these occur, you can usually

You can? No, | guess you can't. a 

Moreover there’s not much to say after the publication 
date has passed. All you can do is feel silly, gnash your teeth 
a bit and make sure it won't happen again ~ knowing full well 
it might. Of course, you could always keep a column; in 
reserve and mail it in, but then you're right back to problem 
No. 3. . . 

With-this.as both apology and a prelude, the business at 
hand is housing, not bad mail service, and housing itself is 
still not generating much activity in southwestern Ohio these 
days. The President's signature on a new disaster aid bill last 
week may spark some activity which in turn may bodst 
housing interest, but only. on a crash basis and only in areas 
where the April 3rd tornadoes caused havoc. it 

As far-as we're concerned; the new assistance measufes 
apply more to the Xenia area than to Cincinnati, primadly 
because Xenia lost more in the way of all types of structures 
- homes, business offices, commercial, buildings, schools, 
utility. plant facilities - you name it. The new “assistance” 
will be in the form of grants to-state-and local governments 
for planning and rebuilding. Educational losses come in fer 
major aid, in some cases up to 100 percent. This would be 
especially helpful to. Central_State. and Wilberforce: 

The measure also identifies low income families as 
recipients of aid but doesn't spell out just what type fs 
available. Also, there is no reference for assistance to the 
middle-income family which presumably has insurance 
coverage to replace its losses. Absent from the-measure was 
the suggestion that-the $5,000 forgiveness clause in SBA 
loans be reinstated and the interest rate be again reduced to 
one percent. 

As for new housing proposals for the Xenia area, the Cin- 
cinnati Insuring Office has only one’application at this point, 
and it’s tied up in some.procedural red tape, Some decisions 
have fO be made as to location, type, size and extent of fun- 
ding. The latter is always significant, especially as it affects 
one particular thrust being attempted --a multifamily project 
under the 236-interest subsidy program. Such funds are stilt 
frozen; what is required to go this route remains to be deter- 
mined. 3 

HUD does intend to follow-thru-on the commitment 
President Nixon made in Xenia shortly after the tornadoes. 
The Chief Executive told the community help would be 
available. Planning funds have already been allocated. Some 
urban renewal money is likewide committed. Housing aid is 
in the pipeline. HUD would like to move as fast in Phase II 
(getting the victims out of temporary housing and back into 
quarters of their-own) as it did in Phase |. It takes time,

Father William H. Cross Jr. 


“Life for me began and 
hopefully will end in the 
ghetto where | learned what it 
means to experience the 
slings and arrows of outrage- 
ous fortune,” says Father Wil- 
liam H. Cross Jr., second 
Black priest, of the Arch- 
diocese of Cincinnati, and 
the son of William and Mary 
Cross Sr., 3335 Wabash 
Avenue, Cincinnati. Bill, the 
third of ten children born into 
the Cross family, was or- 
dained a priest by Arch- 
bishop Joseph L. Bernardin 
at St Peter-in-Chains 
Cathedral, 10:00 am. Satur- 
day, May 25, 1974. The new 
priest celebrated his first 
mass, Sunday; May 26, at 3:00 
p.m, at St. Mark Church, 3500 
Montgomery Road (at Duck 
Creek). 


Historically, Father Cross 
was only the second Black 
priest ordained for service in

Ohio No-Fault-An Illusion 


Last week, Solomon Harge, Director 
of the Cleveland-based Consumer 
Protection Association, took a close 
look at the No-Faylt Insurance bili 
Currently under consideration by the 
Ohio Legislature His voice, it develops. 
is hardly a cry in the wilderness. for 
Harge's concern over the shape and 
form of the legislation recently recom- 
mended by the Senate insurance Com- 
mittee, is now being picked up on many 
fronts. 

Few issues have inspired more in- 
tense lobbying in Washington during 
the past five years than no-fault 
automobile insurance. The National 
Association of Trial Lawyers, whose 
members earn a good share of the 
$1 5 billion-a-year legal fees. invalved in 
auto-lianility cases, consider no-fault a 
poison to their businesses But, in spite 
of thelr powerful opposition the US 
Senate, two weeks ago, voted 53 to 42 
to install a no-fault plan meeting 
minimum Federal standards, and House 
approval of the bill is expected by the 
end of the year 

The_motoring public has long been 
sold on the idea that no-fault insurance 
would-resultin substantial savings In 
the $16 billion bill Americans pay each 
year for auto insurance. This is not so 
in the Ohio no-fault legisiation on the 
verge of passage = 

The Senate bill requires a driver's in- 
Surance to pay all médiéal bilis 
resulting trom an accident, and up to 
$25,000 ta compensate for lost earn-

As a result they have almost 
persuaded the Legislators to come up 
with a bill that will increase, rather than 
decrease the cost of auto insurance for 
the average motorist, and virtually put it 
out of the reach of low income people, 
particularly those who happen to jive in 
high-crime, high traffic areas 

Joining with Harge in his crusade to 
amend-or kill the present bill, are two

powerful allies, the Community Action 
Program Council of the United 
Automobile. Aerospace- Agricultural 
implement Workers of America (UAW) 
and the Blue Cross-Blue Shield Plans 
of Ohio. Both are moving in to-put on

John Yates. president of the UAW 
says “Our 45.000 members in Northeast 
Ohio would lose from $27 to $3 million 
annually in union health benefits 
Statewide the loss to UAW members 
would run from $134 million to $15 
million if the current form of Ohio no- 
fault becomes law 

Harge has pointed out that the law, 
as written, would force many motorists 
who already have medical coverage, to 
buy duplicating policies, at added ex- 
pense 

This also is the basic argument of the 
Biue Cross people: Blue’ Cross and 
Blue Shield insures thousands of 
Ohioans against the cost of diese and 
injury caused by just about anything. 
without regard to fault. No-fault instres 
people only in cases where the disease 
or injury is caused by auto accidents.

especially the lawyers have supported 
is a bill that will incorporate some 
health insurance of a very limited type 
into no-fault auto insurance, which, if 
course, will require a larger premium 
that must be paid the auto-insurers, 
while tor full health protection they stil!

Fire Department Brutality. 


When David Floyd, president, Interna- 
tional Association of Black Professional 
Firefighters (IABPF), appeared in 
Columbus several weeks ago to interest” 
more young blacks in becoming mem- 
bers of the fire department, he made 
one observation concerning which 
most persons have, heretofore, given 
little or no thought. 

Floyd said blacks are well aware of 
charges of police brutality stemming 
from police departments throughout the 
country, but seem not to be too con- 
versant with the fact that brutality may 
alsc emanate from members of fire 
departments. 

The JABPF president told of_ in- 
stances, of which he said he is aware, 
where white firefighters have entered 
homes to so-called affluent blacks 
where a $10 fire was-extinguished and 
$2000 worth of damage was visited 
upon the property. 

He said some firefighters become so 
incensed with blacks,.who manage to 
reside above the poverty level, that they 
are given to employing excessive use of 
fire axes and water. 

Floyd indicated that more black mem- 
bers of fire departments would tend to 
eliminate such alleged brutal and racist 
activity.on. the.part of some members of 
fire departments. 

A presidential commission ended a 
two-year study of American fire depart- 


ment probiems in 1973 with the con- 
clusion that “There is outrageous racial 
discrimination in America’s fire depart- 
ments.” Itwas urged that federal funds 
be withheld from departments _ that 
discriminate against minority groups. 

The commission recommended that 
@ligibility tor funds for training or other 
assistance to local fire departments be 
limited. to. those departments. that have 
adopted an effective, affirmative action 
program related to the employment and 
promotion of minority groups. 

No action of course, has ever been 
taken ‘with respect to the recommenda- 
lion, Affirmative action in this area 
would be entirely too much to expect 
from the current national administra- 
tion. 

Discrimination charges most cer- 
tainly may be applied to the Columbus 
Fire Department. The. fact that the net 
gain of black firefighters during the 
past 40 years represents a total sum of 
three, indicates the presence of racism 
in its rawest form. 

In spite of the many negative aspects, 
Nowever. that-are glaringly apparent in 
police and tire departments, young 
blacks shouid fight continuously in an 
effort to gain membership. 

They not-only would be performing 
an economic favor for themselves, but 
would also be making a lasting con- 
tribution to the entire community. 


Blacks Score Worse On 
Reading Tests, Survey Finds 


Black youths as a whole have a 
illiteracy rate of 15 per cent which 
means that they cannot read well as the 
average fourth grader, a new govern- 
ment report says 

The report. released by the National 
Center for Health Statistics, showed 


The findings were based on literacy 
tests administered to a selected sample 
of 6.768 youths from 1966 to 1970. 

To no.one's surprise, reading. test 
Scores were worse among blacks than 
whites, youngsters from low-income 
families. with .less-educated parents 
than those trom more fortunate 
backgrounds and boys than girls. 

The test results, which show an 
estimated 4.8 per cent of the nation's 
nearly 23 million youths in the 12-17 
age bracket are illiterate pointed to the 
serious literacy problem although this 
country spends more than $40 billion 
on public schoo! operations. 

Specifically, the report showed that 
among black youths as a whole the 
iWiteracy rate is 15 per cent. But among 
white youths, it is only 3.2 per cent. 

For biack males alone, the illiteracy 
tate is an alarming 20.5 per cent, or 
more than one in five. While the rate for 
white females alone is only 1.7 per cent,

Is Homesteading 
A Myth? 


Urban Homesteading is a very roman- 
tic idea in an unromantic time. Many 
unsophisticated individuals who feel 
that Nomesteading is a method tor 
creating an estate such as those that 
were created as a result of the original 
homesteading in 1852 are in for a rude 
awakening. ” 

One dollar cannot buy anything in the 
real estate market but a bad dream and 
that is exactly what many of the recent 
auction buyers purchased when they 
awakened to find that the only thing 
they bought was the right to pay the 
City of Chicago a demolition bill for 
Property that was not rehabilitable. 

The homesteading principal could 
work but only with a heavy infusion of 
cash. Specifically, you would need ap- 
Proximately $50 billion to run a suc- 
cessful homesteading program on 
multi-family dwellings in ten major 
cities across the country. 

The agency that could best monitor 
such @ program would be the US, 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, and unless such money 
{s forthcoming, homesteading will add 
jup to just so much rhetoric.

There are many things we should 
nave learned. If we had Jearned them, 
our report card on racial progress 
would have higher marks 

The reason we must sound the tocsin 
to arouse and awaken our people NOW, 
1s that the forces of reaction are 
desperately trying not only to stem the 
lide of racial progress, but, if possible. 
to turn back the clock 

So many of our people are so busy 

enjoying the first fruits of their newly 
acquired middle-class economic and 
social status, that they are oblivious to 
the fact thal theirs is only a partial vic- 
tory. We have won a skirmish, but win- 
ning the war is still our major concern 
In no ‘fields have our victories been 
complete, This is why it will be tragic if 
we think we can settle for what we now 
have , 
One of the first things we must 
realize, is*that we cannot afford to,be 
divided on major, basic issues. Negro 
leadership can disagree on methods, 
but, unless we are completely united on 
objectives and goals, we are—simply 
beating the winds = : 


The shortages of materials and sup- * 


plies, plus the ever increasing of prices, 
is now a serious threat to Negro-owned 
business 

Higher retail prices are forcing Negro 
shoppers to be More selective in their 
buying. This works to the disadvantage 
of Black-owned stores, for most of them 
are located in Central city areas. 

itis in these areas that the high in- 
cident of crime, forces upon the mer- 
chants, shorter opening hours. And, the 
high cost of store protection adds-to 
the cost of goods sold, All of these are 
torcing Negro housewives to shop out 
of their areas. 

These conditions prevail at a time 
when the Negro must establish himself 
on a firmer economic basis. The point 


#-of beginning then must be in his own 


neighborhoods 

We are spending some $51 billiort! a 
year. This certainly is enough money 
for us to buy some kind of foothold in 
America’s economic lite. As long as the 
profit part of this $51 billion is largely 
gaing into the pockets of others, we 
wil) continue to be economic slaves. 

We must expand on ‘the ‘slogan: 
‘Don't spend your money where you 
can't work.”” to: “Use your spending 
power to buy your economic freedom,” 
or to: “Spend Black whenever you can 
it's the lift we need.” ' 

Despite the 20 years of living under 
the Supreme Court's decision in Brown 


v Board of Education (Topeka; Kan-) 
the majority of Black students are still 
not receiving an equal education, In 
fact, a determined effort is now being 
made to either reverse this historic, 
landmark decision, or, take out all of its 
essential provisions. ; 
A poor or inadequate education is 
still today the lot of tod many Black 
students. This is true because the im- 
plementing processes have all been in 
the hands of white dominated Boards of 


Education? = 


Since most ali of these Boards are 
elected. or appointed by elected of- 
ficials, Black parents have been too in- 
different about using their vote for 
correcting the school problems. 

Last week, the Legai Defense and 
Educational Fund, the legal arm of the: 
civil rights. movement, observed the 
20th anniversary of Brown vs Board of 
Education with a banquet and all day 
seminar of persons who participated in 
this and other important supporting 
cases and- decisions in the field of 
education 

AS a member of the Legal Defense 
Board, | attended these meetings. 


. Believe me, from what | heard and 


learned, we are a long way from an 
equal, quality, adequate_education_for 
Black boys and girls in this country. 
One Negro on a Board of Education will 
never bring to-us the kind of implemen- 
tation our educational needs require. 

True, in_ most communities; more 
Black teachers. and other school of- 
ficers are being hired, This is well and 
good, but this isn't the-level where real 
implementation can be made eflective. 
We must-have more clout at the ad- 
ministrative level. 

It will be tragic and catstropnic if one 
bit of effectiveness of the Brown 
decision. is permitted. to be whittled 
away 

If the Negro thinks he can be com- 
placent now, he is making a big 
mistake; The more we acquire, the more 
we must become vigilant to secure and 
protect our gains and possessions. 

The three areas the Negro must be 
concerned with now are: education, 
politics and economics. The first 
college degree holders we haven may 
think the whole educational problems 
for the race is solved, But it is not. The 
number of Negroes earning above the 
$15,000 slot, may think all the barriers 
to middle-class living have been solved, 
but they have not. The paltr? tew 
political positions we hold, are but a 
small percentage of what we must con- 
tro) before we can exert real political 
power 

This thgn is no time to sit down and 
say, well done. We must sound the toc- 
sin and tell our people there is yet 
much more fighting before the struggle 
for freedom is over.

Independence In_ The Wings? 


The recent “Flower Revolution” in 
Portugal, in which a military junta led 
by Genera! Antonio de Spinola brought 
an end to a long-standing dictatorship, 
has sparked some hope for the 
ultimate, if not early, independence of 
three ‘of Portugal's African colonies- 
‘Angola, Mozambique and Portuguese 
Guinea, where, for the past thirteen 
years, Portugal has been trapped in a 
Vietnam-like quagmire. 

Portugal, in 1973, devoted 41% of its 
total government expenditure to 
keeping 120,000 black and white troops 
in the field against guerilla movements 
fighting to free the three colonies from 
the last vestiges of European 
colonialism. 

General de Spinola, who claims to 
represent the forces determined to 
change the 50-year old dictatorship into 
a@ democracy, have won the support of 
the Portuguese leftists, who are now 
demanding a pledge of full political 
freedom for the African colonies, and 
an immediate end to the fighting in 
Africa. 

Already, de Spinola--seems to -be 
cooling off on this possibility. He 
believes that the colonies are “not 
ready” for home rule, and has made it 
plain that while the new government 


—will-permit some local autonomy,it-in- 


tended to keep the African lands linked 
to Portugal in a loose federation. 

To put the importance of this 
movement: into ‘proper focus, it'must be 
pointed out that the Portugese colonies 
are located in southern Africa on the 
borders of South Africa and Rhodesia 
along the Zambezi River, now 
recognized as the frontier of con- 
frontation between regimes of black 
rs ea rule to the north and those of 
white supremacy to the south. Ali the 
vast areas of the southerly hall of Africa 
are now involved. 


“homing™ ground to air missiles. 

Measured political, the nationalist 
movements have likewise shown them- 
selves resourcefully original. While 
owing much to military aid trom Com- 
munist states, they are movements of 
indiginous and undoubtedly in- 
dependent nature, vowed. to new. social 
and political structures and institutions 
in place of the imposed patterns of Por- 
tuguese autocracy and such traditional” 
patterns as have survived the colonial 
period. Their leaders see the promised 
reforms of the old regime as mere 
tinkering with the problems of in- 
dependent development, and are thus 
none too optimistic that the “Flower 
Revolution” will produce early 
blossoms, 

Further, the threat that their imminent 
independence poses for South Africa 
and Rhodesia._it-is- in South Africa, 
whatever the outcome of this new in- 
dependence movement, who looms are 
the next major threat, At the moment 
there seems no inclination on the part 
of South Aftica to accept the changing 
balance. in.the subcontinent_by relaxing 
its apartheid at home, or abandoning its 
illegal regime in Rhodesia. 

Like the Middle East, here is another 
sector of the globe that bears watchin,

Now that the State has given the green light to play 
numbers over the bar of liquor permit holders, 
perhaps the ban on. pinball machines will be sum- 
marily lifted. Otherwise, pinball racketmen could con- 
ceivably challenge the lottery ticket selling law in the 
courts, But; on the other -hand the State might just 
take over the pinball operation under the guise of 
keeping the syndicate out of the State. 

At_any rate, regardless of the prettied up title of 
“lottery,” the State is now in the gambling racket and 
the Governor is serving notice on the public that he 
intends to be the czar of the multi-million dollar 
operation, 

For the past several years, the Ohio Legislature 
has“ been confronted with measures designed to 
cramp the style of absentee landiords, Last week 
when the House Judiciary Committee approved a 
socalled Tenants Landlord bill 18 to 0, one black 
Legislator said he is no longer enthused over passage 
6f-such legistation. 

When the clamoring for. contro] of absentee Jand- 
lords first started several) years ago, he said, 
philosophically, a-vast majority of slum landlords were 
white. But now, he said, much of the slum property is 
owned by blacks and that changes the picture a 
“helluvalot.” He noted that most of the poor blacks 
are buying the property on land contract, for this 
reason it strains them to keep up the payments, not to 
mention the upkeep of the premises as this bill 
requires, he chuckled. 

The measure, as recommended by the commitree, 
protects the tenants from retaliatory evictions and 
permits them to engage in rent strikes. Although he 
would have to vote for the bill, the black legislators 
said, however, he confessed that it would be most dit- 
ficult for black landlords to live with it. White ab- 
sentee slumlords collect the rent and live in Florida, 
while the black ones depend on the slum property in- 
come for their livelihood, he observed.

The widespread corruption, 
cover-ups, and influence- 
peddling aided and abetted 
by the financial wheeling and’ 
dealing that accompanies 
American political campaigns 
make it all the more important 
to reform the system by 
which we. elect our’ repre- 
sentatives. Le 

Campaign finance ‘reforms 
are important in this, but just 
as important is the drive to 
replace the horse and buggy 
registration system with 
something not only more ef- 
ficient, but that also en- 
courages greater voter par- 
ticipation and incfeased 
public. interest in exercising 
the rights of citizenship. 

That the néed is great is 
obvious. President Nixon of- 
ten talks about the ‘man- 
date". he got: from the voters 
in -1972; but ‘his 47° million 
votes. amounted to only a 
third of the voting age popu- 
lation. Over 62 million people 
did not vote in 1972. 

And this is no passing 
wave of no-shows at the 
voting booth. It is part of a 
Persistent pattern of lowered 
voter participation. Back in 
1876; eighty percent of voting ~ 
age citizens cast their votes. 
Then registration was intro- 
duced and by 1960, it was 
down to 65 percent. And by 
1972, the rate plummetted to 
only 55 percent. 

How -about other demo- 
cracies? In France's recent 
election, 87 percent of the 
eligible voters’ went to the 
polls. The same holds true for 
other countries. 

What makes America the 
grand exception? | can't 
believe Americans are less 
interested in government 
than other peoples. Nor is 
there any reason to believe 
that factors such as literacy, 
economic conditions, and 
others have any more- impact 
here than in other countries. 

Rather, the answer has to 
be looked. for in the barriers 
states and localities place in 
the way of the citizen who 
wants to vote. Residence te- 
quirements wipe millions off 

--the rolls- each year. Almost 
everywhere registration is 


required, and in-person regis- 
tration “at ‘that: aa 

But facilities for registering 
are limited. People have to 
trek down to county court- 
houses on weekdays, losing 
time from their jobs, in order 
fo register. In some places 
registration forms are im- 
Possibly complicated. in 
others registration offices 
shut down tight weeks before 
the election, just when 
People’s interest grows. 

All this - and more -- 
amounts to harrassing poten- 
tial voters. The average guy 
who has to work all the time 
just doesn't have the time or 
energy to go through all. the 
required red tape all to cast a 
ballot for people and parties 
he's suspicious of anyway. 
And as part of the vicious cir- 
cle that weakens democratic 
participation, part of his sus- 
picions of politicians relates 
to the barriers to voting 
placed in_his-way. 


To a-degres, it's sUrprising. . 


S0 many people do vote. Con- 
sidering the difficulties 
placed: in their way, it is-a 
tribute to their public spirit 
that millions of people take 
off from work and hurdle the 
barriers in order to register. 

But there ought to be a bet- 
ter way and there is. One 
positive reform would be for 
postcard registration: the 
government would mail out a 
tegistration form and the* 
citizen would fill -it-out and 
mait it back. This federal 
system would apply to elec- 
tions for President and Con- 
gressmen, but states could 
easily piggy-back onto the 
system for local offices as 
well. 

So far states that have used 
such a system report regis- 
tration up, voting up, and the 
election. frauds ..so...many. 
people pretend to. fear, non 
existent. 

Another reform would be to 
ditch the complex system of 
registration altogether, -sub- 
stituting an election-day 
registration -system-in which 
election officials register 
people at the time they arrive 
to vote, 

The extent to which we 
make a quick recovery from 
Watergate's attack on demo- 
cratic elections may be 
measured by how quickly we 
can reform the system that 
encourages voter apathy,

SEC Ignored Fair Employment For 
Minorities & Women, Ch. Agencies Petitions 


compiled from EEO-1 reports 
from ‘firms in the securities 
business, showed that ‘the 
number of saleswomen 
decreased slightly between 
1971 and 1972, while the 
number of salesmen in- 
creased by 2,837, the study 
showed. 

The percentage of minority 
salespersons held constant at 
1.8 percent.

The petition is especially 
critical of the New York Stock 
Exchange for using an em- 
ployment screening 
procedure derived from a 
study of the backgrounds of 
registered representatives 
(salesmen) in the early 1960s, 
wher virtually all such repre- 
sentatives were white and 
male. The NYSE sells its tests 
to other exchanges and to 
brokerage houses, .

Our Young Children 


Selecting and Training 
a Baby Sitter 


Whether you are..going. out 
for the evening or are hiring a 
baby sitter to care for your 
children. all day while you are 
at work, the same care and 
attention should be paid to 
her selection and training. 
We have ail read frightful and 
frightening stories about the 
tragic consequences of 
having a negligent baby sit- 
fer. Your children’s lives are, 
quite literally, in the sitter’s 
hands. They should be the 
best you can. find. . 

And ‘even if you ‘are for- 
tunate enough to find a 
responsible, competent per- 
son to care for your children, 
it is vital that you give this 
person thorough and detailed 
training about how you want 
your children cared for. Even 
a highly experienced sitter 
will need to know the specific 
do's and don'ts which apply 
to your children: In fact, the 
experienced, seasoned sitter 
will-be the first to start asking 
you questions! 

Basically, there are three 
ways to go about finding a 
sitter: Formal advertisements, 
agencies’ and ‘word of 
mouth." In the case of per- 
sons contacted through ad- 
vertisements, either placed by 
you or the sitter, you will 
have to do the most 
checking. Even before you 
personally interview the 
prospective sitter, you should 
ask for a few references to 
check. In checking referen- 
ces you should introduce 
yourself, state the reason for 
your call and then make 
‘specific inquiries along the 
following lines: 

* During what time period 
was the sitter employed? 

* Was she consistently 
prompt, reliable in showing 
up when expected, neat and 
clean and in good health? 

* Did she smoke while on 
duty? 

*—Did she always appear 
alert-and weil ‘rested? “Was 
she able to cope, physically, 
with the demands of the job? 

* In the case of older 
children, did they report 
liking her and finding her a 
good companion? 

* In the case of infants, 
were they always well tended, 
dry and clean upon the 
parents’ or mother’s return? 

*_What-were the financial 
arrangements? 

In. checking- references, 
you might also inquire if the 
person you are talking with 
knows of anyone else who 
has used the sitter’s services. 
It is often quite revealing to 
get the report of someone 
anhom the sitter has not given 
as a reference. 

The purpose of the in- 
terview with the prospective 
sitter is to find out as much 
as you can about the per- 
son's background, ex- 
perience, abilities, attitudes 
and personality. All of these 
attributes will affect how she 
cares tor your children. She 
might be technically pro- 
ficient .ins child care but 
have beliefs about discipline 
or conduct which would 
make her totally unsuitable in 

ousehold. This is par-

ticularly important in the case 
of the full time or all day sit- 
ter. Try to draw her out and 
qet areal feel of what kind of 
person she is, Remember, 
she’s taking your place when 
you step out the door. 

it you Us@ a reputable em- 
ployment agency to find a sit- 
ter, a good deal of the 
checking and screening will 
have been done for you. But 
don't let that stop you from 
being just.as thorough and 
detailed in your interview 
with ‘the candidate. Also, be 
sure to ask the agency how 
many references they had 
and ‘how these responded. 
You might also ask the 
agency for a. statement in 

rting that a certain number 
of references were checked 
@ut satisfactorily. 

If someone has -been 
recommended to you by a 
friend or relative this, of 
course, serves as a reference. 
But ‘don't’ ‘stop there. Get 
other- references and check 
them out and don’t stint on 
the interview even if your 
best friend has made the 
recommendation. 

The health of your baby sit- 
ter is of vital concern to you. 
Even if she appears fine, she 
could have a disease which 
could -be transmitted to a 
member of your family. Most 
local health departments 
have a system whereby per- 
sons can be examined and 
issued a “health card" which 
declares them free from com- 
municable diseases, This is 
generally a free. service. If 
your baby sitter does not 
have her own physician who 
can give her a “clean bill of 
health,” have her get a 

“health card” or send her to 
your own family doctor. 
Remember, she'll be feeding 
and handling your children. 

Now that you have a well- 
vouched for, healthy, com- 
petent sitter you're probably 
breathing a sigh of relief. 
Well, don't-relax quite yet. 
She still needs to be trained 
in. the. ways —that-you.want 
your children cared for. In the 
case of a full time sitter, the 
best training you can offer is 
to stay with the sitter for 
several days. The first day, 
just have her observe and 
discuss what you are doing 
and why. The second day, 
have her do some of the 
tasks. On the third day, let 
her take over completely and 
you be the observer. 

In training a temporary sit- 
ter, allow a full hour the first 
time she comes to go over 
her duties. Better still, have 
her drop by several times, 
beforehand, to get acquain- 
ted-and- ease the-transition- 
_ This is especially important if 
you are leaving her with 
several small children. 
subsequent sittings you can 
review what you want done in 
about 15 minutes. Also, don’t 
trust to talk! Prepare a simple 
list-of do’s and don'ts regar- 
ding each of the children ... 
what they may and may not 
do, eat, drink and so forth. If 
there is medication to be 
given be sure to double 
check on instructions. Have 
her repeat back to you what 
is to be done. ©

Many people think that per- 


sons who are involved in a 
“segment of the trayel industry 
have some sort of Cppcial pull 
or inside tract of getting 
tickets at a reduced - rate. 
Although some airline com- 
panies,- offer as a benefit 
discount fare. 

Most common guidelines 
set by companies is that only 
the employee and his im- 
mediate relatives can be 
issued an identification card 
and only those persons are. 
Gligible for discount airfares. 

Also, the identification card 
is not transferable to other 
people or relatives not in- 
dicated on the card, and in

But talk is cheap: That's the easy, inexpensive way. 
Fhe vocal groups-build their ego and popularity: But 
they don’t stop the hunger pains of others. Or gain 
‘benefits for the poor. Because, too often, ‘The Man” 
is out of it, behind closed doors, high atop some 
office_pinnacle. Not. some mountain top. 

I firmly believe the time has come to stop being 
Super-Coons. Raving, ranting, and rationalizing 
won't do it. Instead, we must get into it. Really into 
it. And begin to acquire the education and skills that 
will enable us to compete for the better paying jobs. 

After all, when all the shouting dies down, only 
one sound -will help reduce the.number of Blacks 
living in impoverished slum areas.
